I T is interesting 
to see that Plaid 
Cymru and 
Chris Franks AM 
have, albeit belated¬ 
ly, joined the rural 
Broadband debate. 

This has been perhaps 
the most discussed topic 
at Colwinston 
Community Council 
over the last four years, 
during which time our 
Vale representatives, 

Jane Hutt AM and Alun 
Cairns MP, have been 
instrumental in getting 
the problems of rural 
accessibility addressed 
throughout the area. 

As a result, 

Colwinston is, we under¬ 


stand, about to be con¬ 
nected to the fibre optic 
feed which runs adjacent 
to the village along the 
A48, and also to benefit 
from the upgrading of 
the BT exchange in 
Bridgend. 

Unfortunately, other 
rural areas are not quite 
so fortunate and in some 
cases a satellite connec¬ 
tion, for which grants of 
up to £1,000 are avail¬ 
able might be the only 
immediate solution. 

The problem remains 
that Cable operators and 
some other service 
providers such as British 
Gas are not interested in 
rural areas anywhere in 
the UK, simply because 
the cost/revenue equa¬ 


tion does not balance. 

This is why The 
Welsh Assembly 
Government and the 
Westminster Parliament 
need to provide support 
if business interests, as 
well as private individu¬ 
als who work from home 
and now rely on 
Broadband, are to com¬ 
pete successfully. 

For their part, BT are 
notoriously difficult to 
contact and when this is 
achieved conflicting 
answers, explanations 
and promises come from 
different people. 

This is incredibly 


frustrating and it is only 
through Alun Cairns’ 
most recent efforts that 
we have been able to get 
credible and consistent 
answers and a better idea 
as to what improvements 
we might expect and 
when. 

However, BT/Open- 
reach still need to make 
the final connections to 
Colwinston and I think it 
fair to say ‘that we shall 
believe it when we see 
it’.

A S far as I 
understand 
it, Keynes 
said that money 
should be saved in 
good times so that 
it can be spent in 
bad; the suggestion 
is that this did not 
happen and that 
money was just 
spent until it had 
all gone. 

The longer any prob¬ 
lem is left unaddressed, 
the worse the cure is 
likely to be - but this 
does not mean that the 
cure can be avoided 
indefinitely. 

Whether it will result 
in social unrest remains 
to be seen; let us hope 
not. 


When we hear about 
‘paying off the deficit’, 
it is worth remembering 
that no-one is suggesting 
actually paying off any¬ 
thing at all. 

The best we can 
expect is that the gov¬ 
ernment overdraft will 
increase at a slightly 
slower rate. This over¬ 
draft is currently the 
equivalent of about 
£15,000 for every man 
woman and child in the 
country. 

In 2002 it was about 
£5,200 and it is increas¬ 
ing now at £50 a week 
each. Until the deficit 
becomes a surplus, the 
government will have to 
pay interest on the whole 
lot.

The facts are clear;

(MoD) still wish to see 
the centralisation of

I attended an excellent 
meeting of the St Athan 
Forum led by our

location for the new 
DTC. 

It was clear that not 
only would it be hugely 
costly and time-consum¬ 
ing to start again some¬ 
where else, but also that 
a great deal of public 
money had already been 
spent. 

St Athan remains 
exceedingly well placed 
to deliver this vital tech¬ 
nical training for our 
Armed Forces, and it is 
very good news indeed 
that we in Wales are 
united in our determina¬ 
tion ‘to make it happen’.

Consortium 
in Barry is 
pressing for 
approval for ‘The 
Quays’ plan for the 
Western Dock. 

They state (The GEM, 
November 11) that pro¬ 
posals have been 
changed from the origi¬ 
nal outline, to include a 
“detailed application for 
a major road link” 
through the heart of the 
scheme, providing a new 
connection between the 
town and Barry Island. 

Quite. That means 
they have to supply traf¬ 
fic flows, a traffic 
impact assessment, and a 
description of how they 
will limit impacts of 
through-traffic in terms 
of speed and hazards, 
especially to children. 

How will the leisure 
uses of the Waterside 
strip and green areas be 
separated from the traf¬ 
fic? How will the prob¬ 
lems of peak holiday 
day-trippers to the Island 
be handled - both the 
traffic queues and the 
on-street parkers com¬ 
pleting their journey on 
foot? 

What of the round- 


Barry Island, and a seg¬ 
regated path suitable for 
youngsters and less con¬ 
fident cyclists is clearly 
desirable. 

So why no proposal 
from the Consortium? 

As the article states, 
they’ve worked (in 
secret) with the council’s 
planning team. But 
under environmental 
impact assessment legis¬ 
lation, such cosy rela¬ 
tions are out-of-date. 

They are required to 
provide full information 
for public consultation 
and put all documents in 
the public domain. 

Their closing of the 
Ash path, which has 
annoyed many of us, 
should have been includ¬ 
ed in those documents. 

People would then 
have told them it is a 
right-of-way because of 
regular unhindered use 
for more than 20 years. 

Many people who 
wanted to walk to the

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DISMAY OVER CUTS THREAT AT ST ST DONAT’S 


Barry parents will fight 
to keep ‘special course’ 
at the Atlantic College 


THE family of a 
teenager who suf¬ 
fers from a life- 
threatening illness 
are devastated that 
a course he attends 
at Atlantic College 
might be the victim 
of cuts. 

In recent weeks, The 
GEM has publicised the 
story of Kane Garland, 
aged 17, who is just one 
of 53 people in the UK 
registered with 

Shwachman Diamond 
Syndrome (SDS) in 
which youngsters suffer 
recurrent infections, due 
to an abnormally low 
number of a particular 
white blood cell. 

His mother, Sharon 
Takata, is holding a 
fundraising evening at the 
King William public 
house on Sunday, 
December 19 at 7pm for 
the national charity, 
Shwachman Diamond 
Support UK. 

Sharon and husband 
Wayne are dismayed that 
‘the integrated develop¬ 
ment programme’ course 
that Kane attends might 
come to an end in July 
because of Welsh 
Assembly Government 
cuts. 


Sharon explained: 
“The course has really 
worked well for Kane, 
helping to make him 
more self-sufficient. 

“He has learned practi¬ 
cal skills such as cooking, 
ironing, and budgeting 
which would help him in 
the future if he moved 
into his own place. 

“Kane has also had 
additional tuition in maths 
and English.” 

The course also includ¬ 
ed work placements 
which Sharon says are 
vital in preparing Kane 
for part time employment 
as an adult - full time 
work may be a little too 
demanding for him. 

Sharon is on a busi¬ 
ness, administration and 
IT course herself at Barry 
College, and on Thursday, 
December 2 raised the 
subject of the Atlantic 
Course during a question 
and answer session with 
the Vale MP, Alun Cairns. 

“I asked whether he 
had heard about the pro¬ 
gramme at Atlantic 
College having its fund¬ 
ing stopped in July. 

“He said that because 
the budget was being cut 
they have to make cuts in 
Wales and it is one of 
those things which had to 
be cut - he appeared so

dismissive.” 

Wayne said that if the 
course is axed, the family 
would feel that “Kane’s 
educational needs did not 
matter”. 

Wayne explained: “If 
he does this course, he 
might have the work 
experience that might 
help him to be employed 
in the future. Surely it is 
better to help him get a 
job than sit in his bed¬ 
room.” 

APPEAL 

Sharon said that if an 
appeal by Atlantic 
College to keep the 
course running failed, she 
and other mums and dads 
were likely to form a ‘par¬ 
ents’ support group’ to 
fight the decision. 

Neil David, the pro¬ 
gramme manager at 
Atlantic College, 

explained that the course 
had run since 1982, 
developing the social and 
independent living skills 
of youngsters. He and 
colleagues are now wait¬ 
ing to see whether it can 
be saved. 

Local MP Alun Cairns, 
who is also a regional 
AM, insisted that he was 


sympathetic to Kane s 
plight. 

“This is the very case 
that I mentioned in my 
GEM column last week. 
It shows that whereas the 
Welsh Assembly 

Government plans to fund 
students to get degrees, 
special needs courses are 
being cut. We need to 
ask: who has the better 
capacity to fund their edu¬ 
cation? 

“My heart goes out to 
Sharon Takata and her 
son. These types of 
courses are not being cut 
in England. 

“It is right that WAG 
can decide their own pri¬ 
orities, but I hope that 
people see the whole pic¬ 
ture when they hear the 
rhetoric around free pre¬ 
scriptions, fees and hospi¬ 
tal car parking. 

“I have taken up the 
matter with the 
Assembly’s Education 
Minister and wasn’t 
impressed with his 
answer, so I have gone 
back to press the case fur¬ 
ther.” 

A Welsh Assembly 
Government 
Spokesperson said: 
“Existing funding 

arrangements for residen¬ 
tial provision under work 
based learning will cease 


m July 2011, but we have 
tendered for new work- 
based learning courses, 
including for 16 to 19- 
year-olds. 

“We are currently 
working with Atlantic 
College to explore 
whether the college can 
continue to offer residen¬ 
tial provision, funded by 
the Welsh Assembly 
Government, through 
alternative arrange¬ 
ments.”

Resident’s concern 
that developments 
will cause gridlock 


A Barry resident 
who fought against 
the development of 
Cemetery 
Approach, said he 
believes the town 
will be in a state of 
gridlock if major 
housing develop¬ 
ments get the green 
light. 

Mr Bryn Evans, aged 
70, said that the planning 
committee of the Vale 
Council must give “very 
serious thought” to the 
effect of building 177 
houses at White Earm, 
2,000 homes at the 
Waterfront and 71 hous¬ 
es east of Pencoedtre 
Lane. 

He argued: “We have 
already got gridlock on 
roads leaving and enter¬ 
ing Barry and these 
developments will make 
it a lot worse.” 

Mr Evans said he had 
particular concerns 
about the scale of what 
was planned at White 
Earm. 

“This development 
alone will add a further 
300 vehicles to the area. 

“The sewerage sys¬ 
tem is Victorian and can¬ 
not cope. The loss of 
natural drainage won’t 
help areas that are 
already prone to flood¬ 
ing.” 

Mr Evans also point-

ed out that at a time 
when the population was 
being increased, facili¬ 
ties such as green areas, 
the driving test centre, 
the magistrates’ court 
and the cinema were 
being lost. 

He added: “The fear 
is we will be left with a 
massive overbuild and 
gridlock in Barry.” 

Mr Evans cam¬ 
paigned against develop¬ 
ment at Cemetery 
Approach, because he 
wanted the picturesque 
tree-lined avenue pre¬ 
served for people mak¬ 
ing journeys to their 
final resting place. 

His mother, father, 
brother and great grand¬ 
son are all buried at the 
Barry Cemetery. 

Persimmon Homes 
East Wales has empha¬ 
sised that the develop¬ 
ment at White Earm has 
been subject to thorough 
public consultation 
through both the UDP 
allocation and consider¬ 


ation of an outline plan¬ 
ning application. 

A spokesman said: 
“The Planning 

Inspectorate and the 
Local Planning 

Authority have deter¬ 
mined on both occasions 
that the development of 
part of the site for hous¬ 
ing is entirely accept¬ 
able. 

“Survey work has 
also been carried out to 
establish the impact of 
increased traffic, and 
results have concluded 
that the existing highway 
network in the vicinity of 
the site is capable of 
accommodating the 
anticipated seven per 
cent increase. 

“To prevent any risk 
of flooding, surface 
water - running off the 
site - will be captured 
and attenuated so that 
its discharge into the 
Coldbrook will be con¬ 
trolled at greenfield 
runoff rates." 

Any local represen¬ 
tations over White 
Farm must be put to 
the planning commit¬ 
tee by December 20.

Dr Ian Johnson, the 
Plaid Cymru candidate 
for the Vale, told The 
GEM that he believes 
the situation leads to a 
“democratic deficit” 
when local residents 
want to challenge the 
Vale Council

Dr Johnson believes 
that the recent disagree¬ 
ment about the right to 
‘call-in’ Vale Council 
cabinet decisions to 
scrutiny committees 
shows the difficulties 
faced by local residents 
who do not feel repre¬ 
sented by their local 
councillors. 

Dr Johnson said: 
“Rhoose is the only part 
of the Vale which does 
not have a community 
council. It was abolished 
around 20 years ago. 

“Since then, the vil¬ 
lage has grown signifi¬ 
cantly with the new 
Rhoose Point develop¬ 
ment. 

Dr Johnson said that 
Rhoose residents had 
decided to abolish the 
community council, and 
he believed that the resi¬ 
dents might well wish to 
revisit that decision. 

He said: “Since then, 
the population of Rhoose 
has grown by nearly 50 


per cent with the devel¬ 
opment at Rhoose Point. 

“As it stands, their 
only local representatives 
are the Vale Council 
Leader, Coun Gordon 
Kemp, and the chair of 
the council’s planning 
committee, Coun Jeff 
James. 

“This means that resi¬ 
dents who don’t agree 
with Vale Council deci¬ 
sions are left frustrated, 
with no other elected rep¬ 
resentative in the village 
to turn to.” 

Dr Johnson continued: 
“Across the Vale, hard 
working town and com¬ 
munity councillors give a 
great deal back to their 
community, listening to 
their constituents and 
representing their views 
and concerns. 

“This was, and 
remains, a decision for 
the people of Rhoose, 
but given the changes to 
the village over the past 
few decades, I believe 


that residents should con¬ 
sider whether the small 
cost of a community 
council, offering a wider 
series of views on 
improving the village 
would be a positive 
investment in the future.” 

Recent Vale Council 
figures show that Rhoose 
now has 2,697 house¬ 
holds. This means that 
there are only four com¬ 
munities with more in the 
Vale. 

These are Barry 
(18,609), Penarth 
(10.627), Llantwit Major 
(3,986) and Dinas Powys 
(3,554). 

Cowbridge with 
Llanblethian (2,497), for 
instance, has a long- 
established town council 
with 15 members. 

There are community 
councils at Llanmaes 
(235 households) and 
Llandow (425). 


End of the road for 
magistrates court

He said: “We used to 
have a court in 
Cowbridge, which also 
closed, and we are now 
left without a single 
court in the whole Vale. 

“The purpose of local 
justice is that it is held in 
the community. That has 
now gone by the way- 
side, with defendants, 
witnesses and solicitors 
having to travel to 
Cardiff and Bridgend. 

“This will impact 
upon legal services in 
Barry and when witness¬ 
es are organisations like 
the Vale Council, they 
will have to waste much 
of their working day 
travelling back and forth 
to Cardiff for prosecu¬ 
tions. 

“This is not a good 


use of taxpayers’ time 
and money, especially as 
millions of pounds have 
been spent in recent 
years on bringing the 
court up to modern stan¬ 
dards, including disabili¬ 
ty access and more 
secure entry points for 
defendants. 

“This is another facili¬ 
ty in Barry which has 
been closed down and 
re-located to Cardiff.” 

The court is situated 
in the Court ward and the 
local councillor, Chris 
Elmore said news of the 
closure was “a kick in 
the teeth for local peo¬ 
ple”.

with victims and wit¬ 
nesses at its centre. He 
said £22million would 
be invested in mod¬ 
ernising courts. 

Mr Djanogly pointed 
out: “Access to justice is 
not just about access to 
buildings. It’s about the 
type of justice delivered, 
decent facilities for vic¬ 
tims and witnesses and 
efficient use of the sys¬ 
tem.” 

Mr Djanogly said that 
the court estate has not 
kept pace with the 
changing nature of socie¬ 
ty or with the demands 
that modern society 
places on the justice sys¬ 
tem. 

“An estate of more 
than 500 court buildings 
is not now necessary or 
sustainable, nor is it a 
reasonable expense for 
the taxpayer. 

“We are closing the 
worst courts in the estate 
- so we can concentrate 
our limited resources on 
the best ones. We are 
investing in the court 
estate with new build¬ 
ings and with refurbish¬ 
ment of facilities. 

“We have listened to 
the significant points 
made by respondents to 
the consultation. As a 
result we have decided 
not to close 15 courts 
which were included in 
the consultation.” 

The Minister added: 
“There will be longer 
journeys for some to 
their closest court, but 
we should not operate 
courts just to shave min¬ 
utes off a journey that 
many will never need to 
make.” 

In Wales and England 
93 magistrates ’ courts 
and 49 county courts 
will be closed. Of the 
courts consulted on in 
Wales, 16 will close and 
two will be retained. 


Five are

POLICE raided

A South Wales Police 
spokesman said that a 
“significant amount of 
drugs and money” had 
been found at several 
properties across Barry.

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Regeneration projects in Barry 
get go-ahead after funding award

A £lmillion scheme 
to regenerate 
Thompson Street in 
Barry is among 16 
projects to receive 
total funding of 
£3.86 million from 
the Welsh Assembly 
Government’s local 
‘Regeneration Area 
Programme’. 

The applications were 
approved at a meeting of 
the Regeneration Area 
Board last week. 

Other projects to 
receive approval 


include: the renovation 
of Barry and Holm View 
Leisure Centres; refur¬ 
bishing the 12 communi¬ 
ty centres in the town 
that are run by volun¬ 
teers; and improving the 
playgrounds at lolo, 
Bassett and Porthkerry 
parks. 

The majority of the 
projects in this round of 
funding were proposed 
by the Vale Council; 
however, an application 
by Newydd Housing 
Association for funding 
to purchase land which 
can be used for afford¬ 


able housing was also 
approved. 

The Deputy Minister 
for Housing and 
Regeneration, Jocelyn 
Davies, said that it was 
good news for the town 
and proof that the regen¬ 
eration programme is 
already making a real 
difference. 

“Many of the projects 
will be completed this 
financial year, so the 
improvements to the 
town will become appar¬ 
ent very quickly.” 

Dr Ian Johnson, Plaid 
Assembly candidate for 


the Vale, said he was 
glad to see that a variety 
of different projects had 
received funding. 

He said: “There have 
been successful bids for 
improvements in lolo 
Park, Bassett Park and 
Porthkerry Park; for 
Holm View Leisure 
Centre and to improve 
business and community 
training facilities. 

“This investment is 
well overdue and is 
excellent news for 


the Vale, said that as 
regeneration got under 
way there had to be a 
“clear and realistic” 
vision for the town. 

“We need to ask our¬ 
selves - what do we want 
Barry to be in the future? 
Will it be a centre for 
tourism and if so, what 
kind? 

“How do we want to 
develop the commercial 
centre? What sort of 
businesses do we want 
to attract to the town? 
Where should new hous¬ 
ing be sited and what 
kind of housing should it 
be? 

“Then we can work 
out how we are going to 
reach that desired desti¬ 
nation. By determining 
a vision at the outset we 
can then develop a strat¬ 
egy that will ensure that 
the regeneration of 
Barry is successful and 
adopts a joined-up 
approach. 

“We need to avoid the 
possibility of the invest¬ 
ment looking like a set 
of separate initiatives 
with no clear direction 
or purpose. 

“In order to achieve 
that vision it is important 
to engage with and listen 
to stakeholders - local 
traders’ organisations, 
individual businesses. 


Five are arrested after 
Penarth pub incident 


POLICE are appeal¬ 
ing for witnesses to an 
incident which 

occurred at the 
Railway Hotel, 

Plymouth Road in 
Penarth, shortly after 
11pm on December 12. 

Officers were called to 
deal with a fight which 
had broken out and the 
police say considerable 
violence was directed 
towards officers. Five 
men were arrested for 
alleged violent disorder. 

Police are now 
appealing for any wit¬ 
nesses to the incident, or 


for any information 
about the behaviour of 
the arrested men before 
they arrived at the 
Railway Hotel. 

In addition, police 
would like to hear from 
anyone who may have 
witnessed other distur¬ 
bances at the same prem¬ 
ises on the two previous 
nights. 

Vale police command¬ 
er, Superintendent Jay 
Dave, said: “This was an 
extremely unusual and 
violent incident. A num¬ 
ber of our police officers 
were injured while deal¬ 
ing with it and some 


required hospital treat¬ 
ment. This type of 
behaviour will not be tol¬ 
erated. 

“We would like to 
hear from anyone who 
may have witnessed this 
incident, or who may 
have seen these people at 
other premises before 
they arrived at the 
Railway Hotel.” 

The five men arrested 
include a 36-year-old 
man from Barry, two 
men aged 18 and 41 
from Tonyrefail, and two 
men aged 23 and 26 
from Hensol.

Assembly budget will spell out 
education (and health) priorities 


A s I enjoy 
the many 
Christmas 
school, choir and 
church concerts 
and fairs leading 
up to Christmas, I 
have the opportu¬ 
nity to reflect on 
the year and look 
towards the chal¬ 
lenges of 2011, not 
least as a result of 
Government poli¬ 
cy changes in 
Westminster 
affecting us here 
in Wales. 

Having the task of 
developing a budget for 
Wales which takes on 
board a role in reducing 
the UK Government 
deficit, but also seeks to 
respond to the social 
and economic needs of 
people in Wales, has 
been an enormous 
responsibility. 

Our priorities were 
agreed much earlier this 
year, to protect schools, 
skills and vulnerable 
people. 

We have sought to do 
that and the draft budget 
is now being scrutinised 
by the Assembly com¬ 
mittees and partners in 
local government, the 
NHS, the private and 
voluntary sectors and 
the Wales TUC. 

The debate on this 
budget will be held in 
January, leading to the 
final budget vote in 


early February. 
Education has been at 
the forefront of our pri¬ 
orities, protecting fund¬ 
ing for schools, which is 
reflected in the local 
government revenue set¬ 
tlement, as well as fund¬ 
ing for further education 
and work-based learn¬ 
ing through our 
Pathways to 

Apprenticeships scheme 
- Skills for Economic 
Renewal. 

I am visiting 
Gibbonsdown 
Children’s Centre and 
Oakfield School this 
week to assure them that 
funding for the pioneer¬ 
ing Elying Start pro¬ 
gramme is protected and 
the full roll-out of the 3- 
7 year olds foundation 
phase in nursery and 
primary schools. 

This funding is over 
and above the money 
that goes to the local 
education authority for 
schools. 

We are also keeping 
the educational mainte¬ 
nance allowance for 16- 
18 year olds in Wales, 
due to be abolished in 
England. 

With the vote last 
week in Westminster 
narrowly approving the 
UK Government's plans 
to allow universities to 
raise their fees to 
£9,000, the major news 
of the past fortnight has 
been the decision by the 
Welsh Assembly 
Government to help uni¬ 
versity students living in 
Wales, by meeting the

extra cost from such a 
rise in England or 
Wales. 

In his statement to the 
Assembly on November 
30, the Education 
Minister, Leighton 
Andrews AM, said: 

“The message today is 
clear. Students ordinari¬ 
ly resident in Wales 
going to university in 
2012-13 will be no 
worse off than if they 
had gone to university 
this year.” 

This will apply to all 
students who live in 
Wales, whether they 
choose to study in Wales 
or any other part of the 
UK. 

We have been clear 
that higher education 
should be on the basis 
of the individual’s poten¬ 
tial to benefit - and not 
on the basis of what 
they can afford to pay. 

There are a number 
of important changes to 
help students from 2012. 
The income threshold 
for repayment will rise 
from £15,000 to 
£21,000. Part-time stu¬ 
dents will also be able 
to access a tuition fee 
loan, depending on the 
intensity of their course. 

This news was widely 
welcomed, not just by 
young people and their 
parents in Wales, such 
as my constituent 
Caelum Davies, who 
said: “My family and I 
are happy with the fan¬ 
tastic news from the 
Welsh Assembly 
Government! It’s a big 
financial relief for us!” 

Professor Malcolm 
Prowle from 
Nottingham University 
also welcomed this deci¬ 
sion. 

He wrote on the pub¬ 
lic finance blog that the 
Welsh Assembly 
Government seems to be 
aware that: 

''Having an educated 
worlrforce is essential 
for the Welsh economy 
and tripling university 
fees would have a huge 
impact on the number of 
Welsh young people 
going to university. 

"...The Welsh 
Assembly Government 
did not go for the cheap 
headline of protecting 
the NHS, but chose its 
priorities carefully.” 

However, we are 
seeking to safeguard the 
NHS by making it the 
only budget line which 
is not being reduced 
next year and by 
increasing the allocation 
to ‘NHS Delivery’ 
which is spent on our 
health services at the 
sharp end. 

Last week, I was 
pleased to welcome 
Edwina Hart AM, the 
Health Minister to Barry 
Hospital to announce an 
extra £110m for the 
NHS this year, to help 
meet the pressures 
which are very evident 
with the cold snap. 

I also visited Barry 
Hospital on Monday to 
welcome the new elder¬ 
ly care assessment unit 
being put in place with 


the local team of GPs, 
Vale Social Services and 
the voluntary sector as 
well as the consultants, 
OTs, physiotherapists 
and nurses who provide 
such excellent care at 
Barry Community 
Hospital - all coming 
together for a more 
holistic, effective 
assessment of the needs 
of elderly people in the 
Vale. 

You will soon see 
changes at Barry 
Hospital, with a new 
reception area opposite 


the front doors, as well 
as these new services 
taking off for frail, eld¬ 
erly people. 

So we are investing 
in the NHS and devel¬ 
oping services which 
meet the needs of peo¬ 
ple in the community 
with the health teams 
working ever more 
closely with social serv¬ 
ices, the voluntary sec¬ 
tor and families.

‘Plans for Bosch 
site must be spelt 
out’ - says Vale MP 


THE Vale MP has 
claimed that devel¬ 
opment around the 
former Bosch facto¬ 
ry is being delayed 
by uncertainty over 
development of a 
new business park 
at Cardiff West. 

The Cardiff West 
scheme was being pro¬ 
moted by Cardiff City 
Council but it is now in 
doubt, with the council 
in the process of prepar¬ 
ing a new development 
plan, after withdrawing 
the previous plan in 
April this year. 

Mr Cairns believes 
that this uncertainty is 
having a knock-on 
effect on plans to attract 
new industry to the 
Bosch site further down 
the M4 from Junction 
33, where Cardiff West, 
a business park, was 
proposed. 

He explained: “The 
Welsh Assembly 

Government seems to 
have no plan at all for 
the land around Bosch.

Recently, Mr Cairns 
met members of the 
Cardiff Commercial 
Property Eorum to dis¬ 
cuss both schemes. 

A Welsh Assembly 
Government spokesman 
said: “We cannot com¬ 
ment on the Cardiff 
Development Plan as 
this is a planning matter. 

“When it comes to 
the former Bosch site, 
we are working with the 
site’s owners and the 
local authority to review 
all options available to 
explore any future 


potential use of the site. 

“We recently met rep¬ 
resentatives from 
Bosch, the Vale Council 
and Bosch’s nominated 
consultants for design 
and marketing of the 
site. 

“It was agreed to set 
up a working group with 
Bosch’s designers to 
consider and develop 
proposals.” 

A spokeswoman for 
Cardiff Council said: 
“Cardiff’s Local 

Development Plan was 
withdrawn in April 2010 
and work is now under 
way on the preparation 
of a new plan 

“Therefore, Cardiff 
County Council has no 
current development 
plan proposals in place 
for a business park on 
land north of Junction 
33 oftheM4. 

“The new LDP will 
set out a land use strate¬ 
gy for Cardiff and is 
anticipated to be adopt¬ 
ed in 2014. 

“Work is currently 
under way on preparing 
a ‘preferred strategy’ 
that is planned to be 
considered by Cardiff 
Council in October 
2011 .”

“We’re working with specialist company ACS

Mrs James continued: “There is a cost associated 
with the improved service which must be recovered 
by ACS Limited. ” 

Cardiff Airport will not be receiving any income 
from this fee.

NEWS FROM FONMON APIARY 

The bees are nicely 
tucked in for winter! 


WINTER is most 
definitely here, and 
the bees that were 
removed last month 
from the drain 
(Penarth) are now 
ensconced in 
Dyffryn Apiary, 
which will hopeful¬ 
ly see them survive 
the winter. 

As for the bees which 
had set up home in a 
large beech tree (St 
Mellons area) try as we 
might, their removal 
proved to be too diffi¬ 
cult; much of the tree 
was hollow, hence the 
contractors being called 
in to deal with it and our 
efforts were all in vain. 

To allow the contrac¬ 
tors to get on with their 
task, it was decided (by 
me) to kill the bees. This 
was achieved by soaking 
a hessian sack in petrol, 
putting it into the space 
occupied by the bees and 
sealing it with towels, 
and we then left the con¬ 
tractors to get on with 
the tree removal. 

A useful tool to have 
here would have been a 
Bee-Vac. I do not pos¬ 
sess such an item, but I 
do intend to make one 
for such occasions in the 
future. 

In essence, it is a 
domestic Hoover 
attached to a collecting 
box and this can gently 
assist in removing bees 
from such awkward 
areas (more on this at a 
later date). 

This cold spell is just 


what we required to 
allow for the movement 
of two hives from a fruit 
farm site to the apiary at 
St Fagans, using straps 
to contain the hive and 
floor as one unit. The 
hives were loaded into 
the car in the late after¬ 
noon (3.30pm) then 
transported, not without 
incident to their destina¬ 
tion. 

Having to negotiate 
roads with ‘sleeping 
policemen’ set in them, 
one of the hives moved 
just a little, but enough 
to allow some bees to 
emerge and gather on 
the rear window of the 
car - they were clustered 
on the hive by the time 
we reached our goal so 
moving them was not 
too complicated. 

Being late afternoon 
and very cold certainly 
helped here. There are 
now four viable hives on 
site at St Fagans. 

Several hives at each 
of the apiaries have mite 
trays inserted under their 
floors and on examina¬ 
tion of the debris that 
they will eventually con¬ 
tain, some idea of the 
welfare of the inhabi¬ 
tants can be gained; plus 
dead mites will be found 
and a strategy for their 
future control can be put 
into effect. 

Now that work on the 
apiary hives has slack¬ 
ened, preparation for 
next year is well under 
way. All queen excluders 
have been cleaned, 
smoker is clean, supers 
with frames (drawn) 


have been treated with 
acetic acid and aired, 
frames sorted and some 
disposed of, while many 
have been gone over 
with a blow-torch, which 
will sort out any trace of 
Wax-Moths. 

More equipment will 
have to be purchased as 
I now have nine hives on 
site at Fonmon, thanks 
to the swarms taken this 
year. 

All in all, the bees 
have fared much better 
this year; the variable 
weather kept the honey 
crop down, but at least 
some was obtained. 

As ever, the Varroa 
mite is still with us and 
will be for some time 
yet. 

In the latter part of 
January next year, there 
is to be a symposium at 
Worcester University, 
where the Varroa and its 
effect upon the bee pop¬ 
ulation throughout the 
world and, of course, its 
treatment, will be dis¬ 
cussed by those carrying 
out various research pro¬ 
grammes. 

I will be attending this 
gathering and hope to 
improve my knowledge 
and future control strate¬ 
gy for this major para¬ 
site. 

So Barbara and I will 
be looking after bees at 
Fonmon, St Fagans, 
Dyffryn Gardens and, of 
course, helping out those 
who wish to start bee¬ 
keeping.

E ver since 
Johnny 
Depp struck 
mainstream gold 
with the Pirates of 
the Carribean fran¬ 
chise back in 2003, 
he seems to have 
revelled in playing 
characters a little 
out of the ordinary.

While there, he encoun¬ 
ters Elise (Angelina 
Jolie), a mysterious 
woman who has her eye 
on Frank; however, with

It’s a comparison 
that, lazy or not, applies 
to The Tourist, but 
rather than merely ape

You could argue that 
Venice deserves its own 
screen credit after Depp 
and Jolie, such is the 
loving way it is shot, 
and you can’t argue 
with such sumptuous 
visuals. 

The man behind the 
camera, the wonderfully 
monikered (but 
spellcheck-confound¬ 
ing) Florian Henckel 
von Donnersmarck, is 
making his English-lan¬ 
guage debut, having 
helmed the astounding 
The Lives of Others, and 
Donnersmarck shows 
little nerves here in 
what is a skilled direc¬ 
torial outing. 

The visuals, as men¬ 
tioned, are wonderful, 
while the occasional 
outbreaks of action are 
smoothly handled, mak¬ 
ing up in style for what 
they lack in expansive 
thrills and spills. 

But what is most 
impressive is 
Donnersmarck’s light¬ 
ness of touch with the 
material, something his 
previous film lacked 
mainly due to the nature 
of the story. 

Here, he seems to rel¬ 
ish in the playfulness of 
the tale, and while that 
does backfire slightly, 
giving the more dramat¬ 
ic moments less tension, 
in the overall context it 
works very well, the 
frothiness of the film 
making it easy to over¬ 
look the lack of realism 
within the story, which 
is perhaps the film’s 
biggest bugbear. 

While the set-up is 
swiftly handled, there 
are plot holes if you 
have the time to look 
for them: Why is Frank 
simply going along for 
the ride when he does¬ 
n’t know this woman; 
why are the police 
watching Elise from 
afar rather than arrest¬ 
ing her - which, come 
the film’s conclusion 
are explained in a twist 
that, while clever, feels 
something of a letdown. 

But given that this 
came from the pen of 
Christopher McQuarrie 
{The Usual Suspects) 
and Julian Fellowes 
(TV’s Downton Abbey 
and Gosford Park) 
along with 

Donnersmarck (albeit 
adapted from Jerome 
Salle’s 2005 French pic¬ 
ture Anthony Zimmer), 
there is enough clever 
dialogue and turns to 
keep you engaged and 
even forgive a climax 
that splutters a little just 
as things are building 
up. 

Another reason for 
the film’s success is the 
pairing of Johnny Depp 
and Angelina Jolie, 
remarkably the first 
time the pair have been 
on the big screen 
together. When you 
have a gorgeous woman 
like Jolie, and an attrac¬ 
tive man like Depp (or 


so I’ve been told!), 
sparks are obviously 
going to fly, and the 
pair share a playful 
chemistry together. 

Depp’s turn is far 
more straightforward 
than his recent output, 
and it’s a welcome 
change, the actor deliv¬ 
ering a solid but enter¬ 
taining turn. 

Certainly, he adds a 
level of idiosyncracy to 
the character (his smok¬ 
ing of a plastic cigarette 
as an example) and 
doesn’t quite convince 
as the ordinary man 
thrust into extraordinary 
circumstances, but 
Depp is never less than 
watchable and the same 
applies here. 

Jolie can do elegant 
lady of mystery in her 
sleep, and shorn of her 
action credentials (bar a 
riverboat sequence) her 
performance is tamer 
and ever so slightly 
more refined, her usual 
steely persona showing 
the merest hint of emo¬ 
tion under the surface. 

As the conductor of 
events, she and her 
British accent lead us 
through the mystery of 
what is going, and look¬ 
ing her best, Jolie 
sparkles alongside 
Depp. 

The film really pivots 
on the two leads, but 
there are supporting 
turns from the likes of 
Paul Bettany as an 
investigator on the tail 
of Elise, Timothy 
Dalton as a chief of 
police, Rufus Sewell as 
a mysterious man and 
Steven Berkoff, cruising 
as a gangster, that don’t 
exactly push the limits, 
but within the film are 
perfectly serviceable, 
given the amount of 
time they spend on 
screen. 

Certainly The Tourist 
may be a little too 
frothy and lightweight 
for some, its caper 
movie feel and style 
nothing overly substan¬ 
tial and, at times, veers 
towards throwaway; but 
as a slice of undemand¬ 
ing Friday night fare, it 
works extremely well - 
and when you have this 
much beauty on screen 
you can’t complain 
about that! 

VERDICT: A playful 
caper film that tips its 
hat to Hitchcock, The 
Tourist is fizzy and 
pleasing, if lightweight, 
film. 

Director Florian 
Henckel von 
Donnersmarck captures 
the beauty of Venice, 
and also the European 
feel of the thriller, while 
Johnny Depp and 
Angelina Jolie sparkle 
in the lead roles, in 
what is a wonderful 
piece of cinematic 
entertainment. 
Recommended.

“Short break services 
support disabled 
children and their 
families by giving 
disabled children and 
young people enjoyable 
experiences and respite 
for parents and carers. 

“For the last three 
years, the Welsh 
Assembly Government 
has provided more than 
£1.5 million each year 
to local authorities 
throughout Wales to 
promote and improve 
short break services for 
disabled children, 
young people and their 
families. 

“We are protecting 
social services through 
the Local Government 
Settlement recently 
announced. This 
protection means that 


funding for social 
services will increase in 
cash terms by £35m by 
2013-14, representing a 
three per cent uplift.” 

She went on: 
“Provisions within the 
Children and Young 
Persons Act 2008 will 
place a statutory duty 
on local authorities to 
provide short breaks for 
disabled children and 
their families, and it 
comes into force next 
year. 

“I am glad the 
scrutiny co mmi ttee has 
taken this matter up 
and I trust the Vale 
Council will now 
consider re-instating 
this vitally important 
service in the Vale,” 
the AM concluded.

End of year success for Vale Karate group 


THE year has ended 
with a bang for Vale 
Karate with three 
weekends full of 
drama!
